Dear  Member: 

Due  to  the  great  tragedy  which  has  befallen  us,  many  of  our 
scheduled  activities  have  been  postponed  and  the  regular  issue  of 
the  Synagogue  Bulletin  will  not  appear.  We  are  all  mourners  and 
in  consonance  with  Jewish  tradition  all  social  activities  for  the 
next  thirty  days  have  been  cancelled. 

However,  Passover,  the  great  festival  of  freedom  is  almost 
upon  us  and  according  to  Jewish  law  it  is  forbidden  to  mourn  on 
a  holiday.  We  must  make  our  preparations  for  the  festival  as 
usual  and  observe  the  holiday  as  best  we  can.  Moreover,  our  cul¬ 
tural  program  must  continue*  In  fact,  we  must  redouble  our  ef¬ 
forts  and  consecrate  ourselves  with  greater  loyalty  and  deter¬ 
mination  than  ever  before  to  those  activities  that  meant  to  much 
to  Rabbi  Steinberg.  I  am  therefore  writing  to  you  so  that  you 
will  know  what  we  are  planning  for  the  next  thirty  days.  Please 
read  through  this  letter  and  resolve  to  participate  in  as  many  of 
these  activities  and  services  as  you  possibly  can.

Passover  Preparations:  This  year,  Erev  Pesah  conies  out  on  the  Sabbath,  and  the 
preparations  to  welcome  the  holiday,  are  to  be  different  than  in  any  other  year. 

We,  therefore,  offer  here  a  few  suggestions  for  the  special  occasion. 

1.  The  ceremony  of  Bedikat  Homez  (removal  of  Homez)  is  to  take  place  on  Thurs¬ 
day  night;  and  the  burning  of  the  Homez  is  to  take  place  on  Friday  morning  not  later 
than  11:00  A.M* 

2.  On  Friday  morning  at  11:00  A0MC  the  house  should  be  cleansed  of  all  the 
Homez;  except  the  food  left  for  the  Friday  night  meal© 

3*  On  Friday  night,  whether  one  has  a  Pesah  meal  or  a  Homez  meal,  Mazah  may  be 
served. 

4.  On  Sabbath  morning,  one  may  eat  Homez  until  10:00  A.M.  No  Mazah  is  to  be 
eaten  in  the  morning. 

5o  The  regular  Sabbath  meal  at  noon,  must  be  a  Pesah  meal,  and  no  Mazah  is  to 
be  served.
